Then 
came a dosen carriages containing 
OoT.

Next followed what was perhaps the 
most beautiful featora of the parade, 
the living flag, composed mostly of 
little school girls. 

The society of tha army of the Phil- 
ippines under command of Brig. Oen. 
Hale was the last division, but by far 
the most Imposing. At the head of it 
rode Gen. Hale and Gen, King and 
Col. Metcalf. They marched well and 
were greeted with cheers and waving 
hats all along the line.

ten days' imprisonment and to pay a 
fine of $60. Thos. J. Howard, de 
tective, and Offioar Louis HoalUioa. 
of Cincinnati, ware alao committed tor 
ten days. Hoyt was charged with be- 
ing a fugitive from Justice, and upon 
the hearing of the habeas corpus 
case, the officers attempted to serve 
a governor's warrant upon bim in the 
court room, although warned by the 
Judge ifot to do ao.

Knapp Wlw sentenced to b« electro- 
cuted on December IS by^Jndge Bel- 
den. When Knapp was asked to stand 
up to receive his sentence, he was 
entirely indifferent in liis attttude. He 
heard the sentence without the move- 
ment of a finger and to most persons 
in the court-room bad been absolutely 
stoical, but he was seen by a few per- 
sons to swallow rapidly at least a 
dozen times.

STEAMER BLOWN UP. 



Twenty-Nine Persons Killed on the 
Vaskapu in tha Blaeic Sea. 

Constantinople, Sept 3. — Three ex- 
plosions Wednesday on the Austrian 
steamer Vaskapu soon after it left the 
Bulgarian pert of Bugas en route for 
Constantinople killed 29 persons. The 
vessel caught lire and had to be 
beached. 

The Vaskapu sailed from Varna, 
Bulgaria, and after calling at Burgas 
was steaming through the Black 8ea 
to Coaslantlnopla when three a>^o- 
sions took place on board. 

The Vaskapu belonged to the Hun- 
garian Levant Steamship Co., of Fl- 
ume, Austria, and has been engaged in 
the Black Sea service. 

She waa built In New Castle in 1891 
and was a steamer of 1,076 tons. She 
was 260 feet long and 36 feet beam, 
and a depth of 1«.9 feet 

London, Sept. 8. — In a diapatch from 
Vienna reporting the destruction of 
the steamer Vaskapu in the Black Sea 
the opinion Is expressed that the Bul- 
garian revolutionaries were raaponai- 
ble for the explosion.

The 099^ Which Waa Premeditated, 
Waa Cammltted In the Freaenoa of 
His Wtfa^ irtothar and « 
•aggafla Movaf. 

New York, Sept. 3.— Henry T. Ed- 
son, 39 yeara of age, ahot and killed 
Mrs. Fannie Pullen, 87 years old, Wed- 
nesday, and then ahet and killed him- 
self. The double tragedy occurred at 
Edson's residence. The murderer and 
suicide was Henry Townsend Ekison, 
aged 39 years, a eon of former Mayor 
Franklin Edson and a brother of Dr. 
Cyrua Edson. Edson ia aald to have 
been insanely Jealous of the woman 
and wanted her to go away with him. 

The shooting occurred in the pre?- 
enca of Dr. David O. Edson, the .sui- 
cide'a brother, hia wife, Mrs. Henry T. 
Edson, and a baggage mover named 
Thomas Wood. 

The murder and suicide appear to 
have been premeditated and followed 
a dramatic scene in which Edson ask- 
ed Mrs. Pullen, a close and honored 
friend of bla wife and family, to de- 
TCrt her huaband and children and fly 
'with him to another atate. Mrs. Pul- 
len wa.s a pretty woman and is said to 
have l)een the daughter of a United 
Stales naval oflloer. 

Members of the Edson family inaiat 
that Edson was Insane. There are 
many indications that Edson was mad- 
ly In love with Mra. Pullen. On tho 
body of the man waa found the follow- 
ing letter: 

"Mrs. Pullen — Darling: Trust John 
implicitly. Ha will alwaya be a go- 
between and faithful. I know him 
thoroughly. He will tell yon where 
I am waiting for you. to see your 
sweet face once more before I go. I 
am going far, far away, but will die 
true to you, no matter how long I 
live. I shall lead a new life and an 
honest one and if I can ever come 
batk to you with my past cleaned uji, 
I will, dearest. Oh, my God; let nio 
see and speak to you once more before 
I go. I can not go until you do. I 
hope and pray that you put in to-day'a 
personal. Anjrway I anawered It In 
to-morrow's. I hope you see it. 4 can 
not sleep, I can only pray and proy 
that you will come to me once more. 
Surely you will after all you have been 
to me for the past ten years. You dn 
love me, darling; I know you do. 
Come to me once more, darling, if on- 
ly to say good-bye. I shall wait here 
until you come, no matter how Ions. 
John will tell you my hotel name. 
Ask the clerk for me." 

The following "personal" waa pub- 
lished in a morning newspaper Tue» 
day: , 

"E. Ix)yal — Nothing in answer to 
message; be good to me; worried 
about you; send word to-day; Just as 
true to you as always; with love," 

The followhug. evidently a^r^ply to 
the foregoing, appeared Wednesday 
morning: 

"Fanny— I am loyal and true; can 
not go till I .see you; trust .lolm; b*" 
will tell you ^here 1 am; with love." 

These are believed to be the "per- 
sonala" -referred .to. 

Mr^. Pullen lived with her husband, 
John F. Pullen, an auditor at the 
Grand Central station and her two 
children. Trafton, 16 yeara old, and 
Mary, 14 years old. 

The Bdaons were to break up their 
home Wednesday morning as a result 
of an agreement to sign articles of sep- 
aration, reached the night before. The 
life of the pair had not been happy. 

Mr. Pullen, who Is a vestryman of 
St. Michael'a church, made a state- 
meat Wedrieadgf algKt. la #hl^ he 
branded Bdaon s defaulter and for- 
ger and said that be had stolen from 
the funds of St MidMM's church. 

Dr. Cyrus Edson Wednesday night 
said that thei intimations of improper 
relatione between his brother and 
Mra. Pullen were ahaolutely false. Hia 
brother, he aald, had recently been act- 
ing strangely and had admitted that 
he was involved in financial difflcul- 
ties. The shooting. Dr. Edson declar- 
ed, was commuted Is • moment of 
maniacal frenzy.

Oyster Bar, U I., Boft 8.— ▲ man 
giving his name aa Henry Wellbren- 
ner was arrested at Sagamore HIU 

late Tuesday night while making a 
persistent demand to see President 
Roosevelt The man was armed with 
a revolver fully loaded. He waa ta- 
ken to the rniage and placed In the 

town prison. 

Weilbrenner was taken to Miueola. 
L. I., on an evening train and placed 
in the custody of the county authori- 
tlea. 

It appears that President Roosevelt 
was aware of the trouble the secret 
service oflieers had with Weilbrenner 
Tuesday night.' After the man had 
been turned back the second time, de- 
spite his Insistence that he had an en- 
gagement with the president, the ofll- 
cer inquired of the president about the 
fellow. Mr. Roosevelt was in his li- 
brary only a short distance from the 
spot Where the officer bad stopped 
Wellbrenner's horse. He told the of- 
ficer he had no eniagement with any<- 
body. N 

When Weilbrenner returned a third 
time with a demand that he be permit- 
ted to see the president, the officer 
aelzed bim and draw him out of the 
vehicle over the front wheel. Xh* 
noise of the scuffle attracted the presi- 
dent's attention. He appeared at the 
door overlooking the driveway from 
the veranda as Weilbrenner was ta- 
ken into the stables, but returned to 
the Hbrarjr^ almost Immediatelq. 

Weilbrenner has been practicing 
with his revolver recently, but ho 
■would give no reason for bis intereat 
in marksmanship and Wednesday aald 
Le could not shoot very well. 

It appears that one of his brothers, 
who atteiuleii the examination Wed- 
nesday afternoon, is a metal worker 
and belongs to a labor union In Brook- 
lyn. Some time ago be lost his posi- 
tion and went with hia wife to his fa- 
ther's farm at Syosset. The farm ia a 
good one, but the family is In debt for 
it. and the fat ler, Henry Welll)renner, 
and the son who was arrested Tues- 
day night, have been working hard to 
lift the Indebtedness. The son from 
Brooklyn Is said to have talked a good 
deal to hfs brother recently about la- 
bor unions, and about the loss of bis 
position. It is thought that ttie hard 
work and the troulde over the farm 
indebtedness had something to do with 
unsettling Wellbrenner's mind.
